Recent installation of two new 
;Public telephones at Vernon’s 
|Mount Baldy Lodge and Curry’s 
Camp Baldy in the San Antonio 
Canyon area marked a new de- 
parture in telephone operation, 
according to Carl Von Hake, dis- 
trict manager for Associated Tele- 
phone Company, Ltd., by whom the 
installation was made. 


“So far as we know, this is the 
first time in the United States 
that prepaid coin box telephones 
| have ever been connected to car- 
|rier system,” Von Hake said. The 
|term “carrier”, -he explained, re- 
|fers to the transmission of sever- 
al conversations at the same time 
over a single pair of telephone 
wires without interfering one with 
| another. 


These new -telephones were in- 
stalled by the Company to pro- 
vide 24 hour service to residents 
and transients in the San Antonio 
|Canyon neighborhood. They con- 
nect directly with facilities of the 
U. S. Forest Service which owns 
| all telephone lines in the Canyon 
}and joins the Associated system 
|lines in Upland. Cost of the pro- 
ject was $3,000, Von Hake states.

Establishment of an air pollu- 
tion district and licensing of 
smudge pots were recommended 
to the county Board of Supervi- 
sors Tuesday by the county 
smudgé6 control committee. 

The committee was established 
| early this year to make a study 





|of the orchard problem and pres- | 


| ent its findings to the supervisors. 
| The report suggested that the 
|problem can best be handled by 
| the formation of an air pollution 
| district. The proposed regulations 
| presented are the result of the cf- 
|forts of all committee members, 
| consisting of interested persons 
| representing various sides, 

The regulations prowide for the 
|licensing of all heaters and sep- 
| aration in to four classes. 

| Class one includes pipe line 
| Systems, return stack heaters and 
|coke heaters, which are recog- 
jnized to give off less than one 
‘gram of impurities per minute. 

| Class two heaters are designat- 
;ed as those heaters which will, 
|under proper operation and burn- 
ing rates, produce less than one 
|gram of smoke per minute, but 
which do not fall into class one. 
| Class three heaters are those 
|for which temporary permits will 
|be issued under the proposed reg- 
ulations, under which at least 50 
per cent must be changed to class 
I or II each year, with complete 
;€limination by November, 1953, 
j}and even 








within certain specified burning 
ranges to reduce to a minimum 
their output of smudge. 

Class four heaters are those 
for which no license will be ig- 
sued, and which must be imme- 
Giately eliminated. 

TWO TYPES ELIMINATED 

Two types of heaters, the Hy- 
Lo Double Stack and National 
Double Stack, approved by other 
counties, were eliminated from 
Class II after tests pxived them 
to be excessively smoky. 

225,000 HEATERS NEEDED 

About 10,000 Class IV heaters 
will be elminated immediately if 
the propsed regulations are adopt- 
ed. Some 220,000 heaters in Class 


| III will be replaced before 1953.

‘House Fly 
Sill Active 


Don’t count the house -fly out. 
He’s been floored by several new 
insecticides during recent years 
and his extinction has been free- 
ly predicted. But he manages to 
fight back, and remain a trouble- 
some pest. 





According to Farm Advisor A. 
L..Campbell of the University of 
California Agricultural Extension 
Service, the newest threat to the 
fly is lindane, said to be five times 
as powerful as DDT, It has a 
three-day killing action...by vapor 
action, stomach poisoning, and ac- 
tual contact. An application not 
only results in rapid kill but also 
keeps a long-lasting residual ac- 
| tion against flies which alight 
where it has been applied. It not 
only destroys flies but kills lice, 
ticks, hornflies, and fleas. 

But scientists already have 
found that some flies develop re- 
sistance to this newer insecticide, 
just as some did to RDT...Natur- 
‘ally, these flies that can tofprate 
the chemical are the ones that 
live to propagate, and this resis- 
tance is carried on to other gener- 
ations. : 

So, entomologists suggest using 
different sprays during the year 
in fighting the flies. This lessens 
the possibility of the pests devel- 
oping a resistance against a parti- 
cular one. Among the materials 
suggested, in addition to lindane. 
and DDT, are methoxychlor, and 
chlordane. Of these certain ones 
such as DDT and chlordane are 
not recommended for use in dair- 
ies because of possible carryover 
injury to persons.
